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Grant to research how best 
to use Henhayes Centre 

SUGGESTIONS on howto improve the lives of Crewk- 
erne's population are being sought. 

Questionnaires are being sent to over 55-year-olds 
to gauge their needs as part of The Henhayes Cen¬ 
tre's drive to become an integrated community facil¬ 
ity. 

Older people and the disabled within the town and 
its surrounding parishes are being asked what serv¬ 
ices, activities and facilities would best improve their 
quality of life. 

A £1,800 grant from The Somerset Community 
Foundation and The Field House Trust is being used 
to fund the three month long research project. 

The project's findings will be used to inform an ac¬ 
tion plan to be implemented by The Henhayes Cen¬ 
tre. 

The trustees of the centre will then decide on 
whether a more in-depth evaluation is needed, said 
volunteer and grant's bid author David Child. 

He said:"The idea is to undertake a comprehensive 
study to identify the elderly and disabled people of 
Crewkerne and the parishes. 

"Behind the bid was a need to gather some quality 
information on the number of elderly people, 55- 
years-old plus, who would like to access activities 
within the community but were unable to do so and 
we want to know why. 

"In the end we want to identify the gaps between 
current provisions and of the needs outlined by the 
study we are undertaking. 

"The end result will be to identify where the gaps 
are and The Henhayes Centre trustees can then look 
at the report and say where to target resources best." 

Problems with transport, especially in the rural 
communities where people can become isolated, 
will also be looked at during the study, said Mr Child. 

The projects findings will also be used to liaise with 
local government and voluntary organisations in 
order to access provision and to create a method of 
assessing the quality of provision delivered. 

Researcher Beverly Gallagher said: "The project's 
main goal is to improve the offer Henhayes makes to 
the community and the various activities run here. 

"They have got this grant to find out who uses the 
centre and if people in the surrounding villages use 
it, and if not, why not." 

The opinions of village groups, halls, women's in¬ 
stitutes and other groups and organisations will be 
sought during the research project.

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Maasai warriors are a hit in church

T HOSE privileged to 
see the Osiligi Group 
Maasai Warriors on 
their recent visit to the area, 
enjoyed a couple of hours 
of interesting and humbling 
entertainment. 

Their first performance 
was at the Church of St 
Mary in Chard, where they 
filled the building with 
their unique vocal sounds. 
They then went to The 
Minster in Ilminster, as 
well as Greenfylde School. 

For the group, on their 
tenth UK tour, this was a 
way of taking much needed 
money back to their fami¬ 
lies and although entertain¬ 
ment to us they were 
merely sharing their nor¬ 
mal cultural practises 
which they have mostly 
managed to hold on to, in 
an ever-changing environ¬ 
ment. 

The first part of their per¬ 
formance using some fero¬ 
cious looking spears, was a 
representation of a ritual 
they used to perform when 
killing a lion, an important 
part of being a warrior. 

Their leader, Tajeu Ole 
Minisa, known as Richard, 
explained that they no 
longer kill lions and if there 
is a problem with lions at¬ 
tacking their cattle, or 
being too close to their vil¬ 
lage the authorities will 


now come and take them to 
a zoo or wildlife park. 

One of the favourite parts 
of the performance was the 
jumping the Maasai are fa¬ 
mous for. They spring from 
standing with their arms to 
their sides to greater and 
greater heights, competing 
with each other. 

Having demonstrated 
their skill, they drew mem¬ 
bers of the audience out to 
have a go. Young Josef 
Edgington-Jefford was the 
first to be invited and 
looked a little bewildered 
until others joined him, 
when he joined in the jump¬ 
ing with a great effort. For 
11 -year-old Erif Wood who 
had been to a Maasai vil¬ 
lage it was not a new expe¬ 
rience, as she had jumped 
with Maasai before. Her 
mother Sue was born in 
Kenya and grandmother 
Marian had taken the whole 
family back over for a visit 
to experience the culture. 

Penny Jolley described 
the experience as: “Super, I 
don’t usually jump with 
heels on but all my exercise 
classes paid off. It is a dif¬ 
ferent way of jumping, they 
seem to do it more from the 
ankles.” 

The Maasai were masters 
of breath control, they 
needed no microphones and 
sang their own made up 


gospel songs as well as the 
more traditional folk music. 

After a break for refresh¬ 
ments, when there was 
beadwork made by the vil¬ 
lagers on sale, the warriors 
held a question and answer 
session. 

When asked about their 
traditions, these now 
mostly Christian people 
said they were holding on 
to the good things, like the 
singing and celebration but 
trying to change some of 
the not so good ones, like 
female circumcision. 
Their spears, they said, had 
been allowed though cus¬ 
toms by being broken down 
and well-wrapped but 
America would not let 
them in. 


At Chard, two lucky 
members of the audience 
were brought forth to re¬ 
ceive a happy birthday 
song Maasi style. 

Gabriel Cameron who 
was to be eight the next day 
and Paul Hiscox who was 
celebrating his 71st. Six 
year old Harvey Evans was 
given a personal introduc¬ 
tion as if meeting the com¬ 
munity on their home 
territory. It was a very joy¬ 
ful and uplifting perform¬ 
ance throughout. 

There was a serious side 
to their visit and tour organ¬ 
iser John Curtin, who said 
he was feeling long in the 
tooth and looking for a re¬ 
placement to continue the 
work, introduced the indi¬ 


vidual members of the 
group. 

Mr Curtin explained that 
Osiligi meant Hope and 
these tours had enabled 
them to progress from mud 
huts with kerosene lamps 
that poisoned their lungs, 
and contaminated water to 
drink, to tin huts with solar 
powered lights. They had 
been able to pay for three 
wells to be dug and now 
they had fresh clean water 
for their community and 
others who travelled miles 
to get it. A previous visit to 
Barnstaple had resulted in a 
wealthy couple in the audi¬ 
ence building them a 
school.

PUPILS got a taste of Africa when the 
Maasai tribal warriors visited their 
llminster classrooms. 

Swanmead Community School wel¬ 
comed members of the Osiligi tribe as 
part of their lessons on Africa. 

A special assembly of pupils watched 
the troupe of Maasai perform tradi¬ 
tional songs and dance, including the 
pogo style jumping, which pupils and 
teachers were called to the stage to join 
in with. 

Pupil Matthew Baker, 12, said:"The best 
part for me was when they got all the 
teachers and people joining in. It was 
just fun to see the teachers up there on 
stage." 

Fellow pupil Hannah Wood, 12, said: 
"We learnt about the African culture, 
such as what they do and how they ex¬ 
press their feelings." 

Different members of the African 
troupe have been visiting the country 
on cultural exchanges since 2002. 

The tours are organised primarily to 


help eradicate the poverty of the Maa¬ 
sai troupe, with money earned during 
the visit used to build things such as 
churches in their villages. 

Tour organiser John Curtin said the war¬ 
riors were enjoying English luxuries 
such as fried chicken, showers and tel¬ 
evision. 

He said: "They are soaking up the Eng¬ 
lish culture as well as teaching schools 
and others their culture. 

"They get a sense of amazement from 
things like showers and television but 
when they go home they have none of 
those things.They really believe we live 
under too much pressure to have ma¬ 
terial things and that we are never sat¬ 
isfied." 

He added: "I hope the children got to 
understand that poverty exists, it is 
sometimes difficult to convince them 
that Maasai schools are fallen down 
and if the children don't go to school 
they might not eat that day."

New-build buyers beware 


POTENTIAL pitfalls await unpre¬ 
pared buyers of newly built homes 
warns CQS accredited Scott Rowe 
Solicitors 

Home buyers choosing to purchase 
newly built properties face pitfalls, 
with yet further potential complica¬ 
tions occurring when buying a prop¬ 
erty before it is built or where it is 
only partially built, says Scott Rowe 
who have offices in Axminster, 
Chard, and Lyme Regis. 

Scott Rowe, which earlier this year 
secured the Law Society’s Con¬ 
veyancing Quality Scheme status, 
says that the legalities of buying 
newly built property differs from buy¬ 


ing a second hand property and there 
are different factors to consider such 
as whether the property will be ap¬ 
proved as suitable for occupation and 
whether the new roads and drains 
will be built properly. 

The warning comes as recent re¬ 
search by Which? shows that more 
than half of those homeowners sur¬ 
veyed who had bought a newly built 
property in the last five years experi¬ 
enced problems, including delays and 
unexpected additional costs. 

Tina Bricknell, head of conveyanc¬ 
ing said: “Buying a new home re¬ 
quires some additional preparation in 
advance with your legal advisor. Es¬ 
tablishing whether 
the plans reflect 
what is registered 
at the Land Reg¬ 
istry and finding 
out whether the 
property complies 
with all of the 
planning and 

building regulation 
requirements are 
particularly impor¬ 
tant for newly built 
properties. 

In addition, mak¬ 
ing sure the con¬ 
tract sets out 
everything the 

builder has agreed 


to do, such as laying a lawn, installing 
additional sockets and laying carpets 
is important. 

At Scott Rowe we are familiar with 
the tighter deadlines, pre-exchange 
contract issues, as well as the special 
procedures required for obtaining a 
mortgage for a newly built home.” 

Scott Rowe says that a raft of legal 
issues need to be checked, such as 
planning permission, rights of 
drainage and water supply, as well as 
rights to use all pipes and cables to 
the property. Your legal advisor will 
also ensure that building regulations 
have been adhered to, special insur¬ 
ance needed for new homes is ob¬ 
tained and issues relating to roads on 
the estate where the property is being 
built comply with the Highways Act.

MERRIOTT majorette trainer Sarah 
Foley (pictured) has been busy 
doing some twirling of her own re¬ 
cently, when she brought home 
the winning trophy for National 
Champion, Senior Novice Dance 
Solo. 

Working in care in the commu¬ 
nity by day, Sarah is the eldest 
member of the Chard based Am¬ 
bition Twirlers and at 39 still enjoys 
the skills and thrills of baton 
twirling, training twice a week. 

The Ambition team of 16 went to 
the 28th national finals competi¬ 
tion held in Torbay by the National 
Baton Twirling Association where 
they came back with a range of 
trophies between them. There 
were 430 competitors from aged 
four upwards who competed indi¬ 
vidually and in teams and vied for 
selection for the England team. 

Although now living in llchester, 
Sarah was brought up in Merriott 
and was herself a majorette from 
nine to 18. 

She started the Merriott Silhou¬ 
ettes with fellow trainer Juliet 
Mckelvey 15 years ago and has 
been a member of the Ambitions 
Twirlers, run by trainer Lisa Huish, 
for seven years and began com¬ 
peting when she was pregnant. 
Both she and Juliet have daugh¬ 
ters who are now also twirlers. 

Sarah's first big win was when 
she became National Champion 
for military strut in 2006, since 
then she has regularly competed 
in the regional and national 
championships and brought 


home six other trophies from this 
year's nationals; fifth place in pom 
pom strut, senior novice x strut, 
senior novice fancy strut and with 
her partner Nicola Bulgin, senior 
advanced duet. Also sixth place, in 
senior advanced solo and senior 
advanced basic strut. 

The world championships are a 
lot tougher, she said:"There are all 
different levels but you are up 
against the Japanese baton 
twirlers who are very hot and of 
course the Americans who practi¬ 
cally live it". 

Baton twirling is, as the team 
name suggests, more ambitious 
and technical than majorette com¬ 
petitions, with more tricks and 
spins underneath the high catches 
as well as military struts and dance 
moves. Many majorettes move on 
to do it after they reach 18 al¬ 
though at Ambitions the youngest 
member is currently 13 years old. 

Although Chard based, they 
mainly train in Taunton at the 
YMCA or Somerset College as they 
need high ceilings for the catches. 
The members are mostly from 
around the Chard area, including 
some from Devon. 

The AmbitionsTwirlers team will 
be representing England at the 
world championships in Switzer¬ 
land next Easter and are hoping 
for some sponsorship.

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No term time holidays please, says headteacher 


A HEADTEACHER has written to parents urging them 
to give up their term-time holidays after pupil absence 
rates soared in a Chard school. 

The worst absence rates in five years at Avishayes Pri¬ 
mary School and Early Years Centre led headteacher Nic 
Gordon to write to parents. 

Rates at the school passed the national average through 
a mixture of children going on term-time holidays and 
illness last year, said Mrs Gordon. 

She added that parents were undermining their chil¬ 
dren’s education by taking them on term-time vacations, 

The school has since been advised by Somerset County 
Council’s County Attendance Service not to authorise any 
holiday requests unless for exceptional circumstances. 


Above average absence rates in a school can trigger an 
Ofsted visit. 

Mrs Gordon said there were certain children they had 
concerns about and were working closely with the fami¬ 
lies to improve their children’s attendance. 

She said: “We are having very honest and open conver¬ 
sations with parents, but this is not a big stick approach 
to tackling the problem. 

“We are just saying to parents it’s really important for 
your children to be in school. 

“The majority of children’s attendance is good but there 
are children whose attendance is not and the impact on 
children of high absence is low attainment.

“It’s not about holidays, I think they are great and even 
politicians are saying it’s important for families to have 
holidays, but on the other hand they have set attendance 
rates and it’s about children having gaps in their learning; 
if they go away for 10 days they miss 10 days of learning 
in that year.” 

She added: “We are not saying bring them in ill and 
we’d never say they cannot have a holiday outside of 
school term, we are just asking parents to be reasonable.” 

Extreme reasons for absence such as a severe family 
illness or a funeral will still be authorised. 

The school is asking parents to help ensure children 
achieve a minimum 95 per cent attendance rate.

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35 years of memories for llminster Lions 



M EMBERS of the Lions 
Club of llminster took a 
nostalgic look through 
their history during a celebration 
lunch. 

The last four remaining original 
charter members were joined by the 
rest of the 25 strong club to mark its 
35 th birthday. 

The sit-down dinner was to cele¬ 
brate the club’s rich history of help¬ 
ing residents of llminster, the 
surrounding towns and parishes and 
further afield. 

The club has continued to grow in 
stature since its inception in 1976, 
when 20 founding members met in 
the surgery of the first club president 
Doctor Cyril Simpson. 

Founder members John Rutter, 
Norman Miller (first charter secre¬ 
tary), David Brenton (original char¬ 
ter treasurer) and Bill Ambrose took 
time out from the lunch to remember 
the club’s rich history. 

Grandfather Mr Rutter, 79, looked 


back with fondness on the beginning 
of the club. 

The former farmer said: “I was ap¬ 
proached and asked if I was inter¬ 
ested in helping start a club, which I 
was. 

“I worked on a farm and thought it 
was a great way to get out of the farm 
and make lots of new friends as part 
of the Lions Club, and hopefully I’ve 
done some good in the mean time.” 

Born and bred in llminster, grand¬ 
father Mr Miller was one of the first 
to be asked to form a club. 

The 82-year-old said: “I did a lot of 
work for the first president Dr Simp¬ 
son when I was in the building trade, 
so I was one of first asked. 

“We were all local chaps at the 
time, now the Lions Club has a lot of 
newcomers to the town, who may 
not have the same connection as we 
did in the old days, but still do lots of 
good work.” 

Ex-bank manager Mr Brenton, 72, 
said it had been a pleasure to help the 


town through the years. 

Mr Brenton, who was Lions Club 
president in 1983/4 said: “It’s been 
nice to help the public, llminster is a 
very nice town and the people are 
friendly and it is always nice to help 
out in a small way.” 

The club has been raising money 
for charities and humanitarian ap¬ 
peals since it began on September 
17th, 1976. 

Notable appeals and fundraisers in¬ 
cluded: a visit to Isleworth Pub, Lon¬ 
don, to collect a donation to supply 
defibrillators and E.C.Gs to the 
town’s three surgeries in 1978; a 
clothing appeal to help those affected 
by an earthquake in southern Italy in 
1980; and a fundraising 10 kilometre 
mn along llminster by-pass, attended 
by former leader of the Lib Dems, 
Lord Ashdown, in 1988. 

The tradition of the 10 kilometre 
race continues with the latest run 
held on November 4th through the 
town.

the worse and ice and 
snow come into the 
equation, motorists must 
not expect them to 
match up against such 
elements.
